Veterans Stadium-Metal Roof Pavilion 
8.  To:  City Council 
I respectfully request that the City of Lackawanna explore the idea of building a metal roof pavilion at 
Veterans Stadium.  The pavilion would be erected where the annual Lackawanna Festival beer tent is 
placed.  I suggest at least a 40x80 open gazebo with a 12’ x 40’ cold storage room. 
Recreation has spent $4667 in 2017 renting tents, tables and chairs at Veterans Stadium.  The cold storage 
room would store our tables and chairs (that of course would have to be purchased).  In 2016, Lackawanna 
Recreation spent $5112 on these rentals.  I have looked into this project and estimate that the cost for 
the pavilion with cold storage would be $76,000.  That price includes $5000 fee for stamped architect 
drawings, $15,000 electrical, and $14,000 for the cold storage building.  I think the electrical installation 
could be much less expensive, along with the architect drawings as well.  The building alone is $42,000 
and the electrical and cold storage could be added on later or even built by City Employees.
